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Forlorn-Hope, Sir Ge drew forth aboye 200

through and through ; yet {o dubious was the con. 
flick, that for a time it ſeemed very diſputable , til! 
at laft,the additional Forces came up, and pur a pe- 
riod to the diſpute, taking divers priloners,and k1]-

zard going through the Hills,chey being fo moun-
